Ideal Baa Never Been Stronger In the 
Hearts Of the People 

“It Is unthinkable that we should 
lose Canada and If the Dominion had 
her way there would be little danger,” 
declared Sir William Crawford, presi¬ 
dent of the Publicity club of London, 
England, which discussed the ques¬ 
tion: "Shall we lose Canada.” 

“At no time in the history of our 
country,” said Sir William, “has the 
ideal of empire been stronger in the 
hearts of our people." 

The meeting was addressed by P. 
W. Field, his majesty’s senior trade 
commissioner in Canada and New¬ 
foundland. Mr. Field said British 
exporters must expect Increasing 
competition from Canadian producers 
in many trades and he showed that 
the United States exercised a great 
influence over the Canadian market. 
The Americans had established a 
thousand factories in the Dominion 
and, in the face of_ this strenuous 
competition, only the most efficient 
business methods by British Arms 
would enable Britain to remain in 
the field. 

Mr. Field agreed that Canadian 
tariff changes which had come into 
operation since May would, un¬ 
doubtedly, limit British business, 
but he believed it was still possible 
to obtain a large share of Canada’s 
import trade by strengthening 
revising methods.

Captain Boyd speculated brieffly 
on motor development in aviation. 

In five years, he believes, Diesel en¬ 
gines will be used in ’planes of 
much greater size than we know to¬ 
day. There will be an engine room 
where attendants can move freely 
about. Passengers can expect every 
accommodation they now receive on 
Pullman trains. In matter of size, 
Captain Boyd sees the DO-X as only 
a forerunner of the aeroplanes of the 
future. 

Boyd’s flight across Canada next 
spring will be a “dawn-to-dusk” at¬ 
tempt. He plans to take off from 
Vancouver, flying over Nelson and 
Fernie in British Columbia. Speed¬ 
ing into Alberta, he will pass over 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, and 
then, in Saskatchewan, he will take 
his eastward course above Swift 
Current, Moose Jaw and Regina. 
Brandon and Winnipeg will see him 
as he traverses Manitoba. Follow¬ 
ing the north country in Ontario,, he 
will pass over Kenora, Nipigon, Sud¬ 
bury, North Bay and Ottawa. Then-

And this waB 
ill procured at a loss or cost of ap¬ 
proximately $12.60. 

The average shopper figures that 
even though there Is no more corn 
flakes available, so long as they are 
there they may as well purchase their 
other requirements. Purchases which 
they could have obtained from their 
local merchants at as good a price, 
in many instances better. The local 
merchant would have made free de¬ 
livery of the order—whereas here 
they must pay delivery charges. And, 
the chances are ten to one that the 
local merchant would have been used 
as a convenience again, by being 
asked to charge the order until pay¬ 
day. 

Quite frequently I have overheard 
women advising their friends and 
neighbors to buy sardines from these 
stores as they are two cents cheaper 
per tin, and the t’ns contain many 
more flsh. I wonder what percentage 
of these women rea'ize that these sar¬ 
dines are put up for these stores so 
that they can he sold at a reduced 
price. Do they know that 'fish at the 
canneries are cheaper than oil? 

Here in the west we have a huge 
milling Arm that has always held the 
respect of Canadians. A firm that 
heretofore has always put up a fine 
grade of rolled oats. Today this firm 
is putting up a much coarser grade of 
rolled oats for these chain stores, In 
a package consuming larger space, 
having the apqparance of being of 1 
greater weight, whereas it is actually 
three quarters of a pound less in 
weight. 

It is a most contemptible piece of 
deceit that enables these chain stores 
a much greater profit. A piece I 
of deceit that is greater than any Ca¬ 
nadian firm has e^er before been 
guilty of. 

When advertising this product these 
chain stores are sufficiently shrewd 
to remain within the law by not stipu¬ 
lating the weight, but sjmply adver¬ 
tising it as extra large package, 
certainly has that appearance.

Making fast time In handling the 
annual inbound movement of the 
fruit, now as much a part of the 
Christmas board in western Canada 
as the turkey or mistletoe, a Cana¬ 
dian Pacific train of 26 cars carry¬ 
ing about 60,800 boxes of Japanese 
oranges reached Field recently 
after making the run through the 
mountains from Vancouver In fif¬ 
teen minutes less than scheduled 
passenger train time. By mid-De¬ 
cember it Is calculated that 700,000 
boxes of these oranges will have 
been delivered. 


Latest official report on the field 
crops of Canada estimates the 1930 
wheat crop at 395,854,000 bushels 
or about 11,000,000 bushels more 
than the previous official estimate 
made last September. 374,000,000 
were grown In the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces. The crop is about 91,000,000 
bushels more than in 1929. 


E liminating a surface line at present connecting 
its main yards on Burrard Inlet, where the 
trans-Pacltlc liners berth, with the storage yards 
and industrial sidings at False Creek, Vancouver, 
B.C., the Canadian Pacific Railway is just about to 
provide work for 300 men, throughout the winter 
by beginning work on a great tunnel, nearly a 
mile long. Seven cross-town streets will be freed 
and much valuable building-land made available 
by the disappearance of the ground-level line, In 
addition to which faster connection will be made 
for the railway between the waterfront and the 
VWae Creek area. It Is calculated that excavation 


of 86,000 cubic yards of soil will be necessitated 
by the new tunnel, which will be 22% feet high 
and vary from 16 to 19 feet in width. The ac¬ 
companying drawing shows details of the project, 
the heavy dotted line being the bore of the tunnel 
through the heart of the city. Inset the new
